Course scope and major learning outcomes 
Learners will be able to: 


e exhibit competence in language, arithmetic and digital literacy besides 21° century skills in 


general 
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e demonstrate analytical and critical thinking skills and make a well-informed decision 
especially at times when decision making is essential 

e articulate English language with international standard in terms of grammar, vocabulary 
and clarity in speaking and writing, and in listening and reading 

e develop deeper understanding of prevailing social issues and attempt to find plausible 
solutions to them either individually or collectively 

e apply concepts and knowledge gained through active learning and team based learning in 
real life situations where needed 


Manner of Assessment 


Monthly assessments will be conducted for each subject to monitor learning progress. 


The Final Assessment is held twice yearly. 


Promotion and Graduation Requirement 


Students who take the Final Assessment will be given the Statement of Attainment for 
International General Certificate of Secondary Education (IGCSE) Grade 8. 


Students who did not take the Final Assessment will be given a Certificate of Attendance for 
International General Certificate of Secondary Education (IGCSE) Grade 8 (upon request) 


Upon completion of International General Certificate of Secondary Education (IGCSE) Grade 8, 
the students will be promoted to the College’s Preparatory Course for Singapore-Cambridge 


General Certificate of Education (Ordinary Level). 


Rolling Admission 
There is an intake every month. 
Note: 


1) BCI has the right to cancel an intake if the minimum number of students enrolled is less 


than 5 for any course. For withdrawal and refund policies, please refer to the BCI website. 
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2) Teachers will brief students at the beginning of an intake regarding all critical course 


information such as course contents, assessment details and other academic matters. 


Attendance Requirements 


As per ICA regulations, international students are required to achieve at least 90% attendance 
every month and not be absent for 7 consecutive days or more without any valid reason. 
Students who do not require ICA’s student’s pass are required to achieve at least 75% 
attendance rate. 

Only medical certificates as accepted as proof for absenteeism. Any other documents would be 
accepted on a case-by-case basis with full justification and be acceptable by ICA.
